Russian wildfires 
threaten to sUr 
Chernobyl radiaUon

MOSCOW (AP) — Wildfires threatened to stir radioactive 
particles left over from the 1986 Chernobyl nuclear disaster 
back into the air over western Russia, and authorities boosted 
forest patrols to keep the flames from contaminated areas. 
Environmentalists and forest experts warned that the radioactive 
dust could be harmful, even though doses would likely be 
small. “The danger is still there,” Vladimir Chuprov of Russian 
Greenpeace told The Associated Press. 

The Emergency Situations Ministry said at least six wildfires 
were spotted and extinguished this week in the Bryansk region 
— the part of Russia that suffered the most when the Chernobyl 
nuclear power plant’s reactor No. 4 exploded during a pre-dawn 
test on April 26, 1986, spewing radioactive clouds over much of 
western Soviet Union and northern Europe. 

The ministry also had reported sporadic wildfires last week, but 
said all were put out. 

Radiation experts from Moscow determined there has been no 
increase in radiation levels in the Bryansk area, on the border of 
Belarus and Ukraine, ministry spokeswoman Irina Yegorushkina 
said Wednesday. Continued on Page 6

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White House: U.S. on track to end Iraq combat role

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Barack Obama is satisfied that United 
States can safely end its combat role 
in Iraq on schedule at the end of the 
month, White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said on Wednesday 
after the president was briefed by his 
national-security team and the top 
U.S. commander in Iraq. 


Obama met with Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates, national 
security adviser James Jones and, by 
videoconference, theU.S. commander 
in Iraq, Gen. Ray Odiemo. 

“The president heard directly from 
General Odierno who said that 
we were on target to complete our 
drawdown by the end of August. 


Already we have removed over 
80,000 troops from Iraq since 
President Obama took office,” Gibbs 
said. 

He said Odiemo reported that the 
security situation has retained the 
significant improvements made over 
the last couple of years and that Iraqi 
security forces are fully prepared to 
take over. 

Obama has vowed both to end the 
official U.S. combat mission on 
schedule and to move all remaining 
U.S. troops off Iraqi soil by the end 
of2011. 

Asked whether any doubts were 
expressed at the meeting about the 
2011 deadline, Gibbs said “not that 
I’m aware of.” 

He suggested it might be “premature” 
to get into a discussion about the final 
withdrawal of U.S. troops before Iraq 
is able to form a new government. 
“What we hope and what was always 
envisioned is that the security gains 
would lead to political gains, and 
that’s what we’re hoping to see in the 
formation of a new government,” he 
said. 


Efforts to come up with a new 
government five months after the 
March 7 election have stalled. 

Gibbs said that the president also 
received an update from Vice 
President Joe Biden and Christopher 
Hill, the U.S. ambassador to Iraq, “on 
our efforts to support Iraq’s leaders 
as they form a new government and 
to transition to civilian lead within 
Iraq.” 

“We understood this was not going 
to be a quick process,” Gibbs said, 
noting that “the last one took six 
months.” 

“But we are on target by the end of 
the month to end our combat mission, 
turn over bases that Americans have 
been on to the Iraqis and transition 
our role there,” Gibbs said. 

Still, Gibbs said that an uptick in 
violence was expected, both as part 
of the start of the monthlong Islamic 
observance of Ramadan and “as those 
that are left try to gain attention.” 
Continuing attacks against Iraq’s 
security forces come as the U.S. is 
moving to reduce its troop levels to 
50,000 by the end of August. □ 
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Florida official proposes 
tough immigration law

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) 
— State Attorney General 
Bill McCollum is proposing 
a law that would require 
Florida police to check a 
person’s immigration status 
during traffic stops or arrests, 
a month after a federal judge 
struck down a similar law in 
Arizona. 

But McCollum, who is a 
Republican candidate for 
governor, said the Florida 
bill would get around the 
judge’s concerns by strictly 
defining what is considered 
“reasonable suspicion” and 
also by specifically prohibiting 
profiling based on race, color 
or national origin. 

The Florida bill also would 
allow courts to increase 
penalties if a convict is in the 
country illegally and would 
take into account consider legal 
residency when setting bond 
for a suspect. Non citizens 
who don’t carry documents 
showing they were in the 
country legally would face a 
second-degree misdemeanor 
punishable by up to 20 days in 
jail and a $100 fine. 

The bill also would force 
Florida businesses to use 
an online tool that runs a 
worker’s information against 
Department of Homeland 


Security and Social Security 
databases to check whether the 
person is permitted to work in 
the U.S. 

Business owners found to 
have illegal workers would be 
on three years of probation, 
during which they would have 
to file quarterly reports on new 
hires. They would also have to 
file a signed affidavit with the 
county attorney swearing they 
no longer employed illegal 
workers. The owner’s business 
license could be suspended for 
failing to file the affidavit. 

U.S. District Judge Susan 
Bolton also blocked provisions 
in the Arizona law requiring 
immigrantstocarryregistration 
papers and mandating that 
authorities verify the status of 
all arrested people before their 
release from jail. 

The Florida bill could be filed 
as early as November, said 
Rep. William Snyder, the 
bill’s sponsor. “I think when 
we’re done passing this law, 
Arizona is going to want our 
law,” McCollum said during a 
news conference with several 
Republican state lawmakers. 
“They’re going to want to pass 
our law because we’re better, 
we’re stronger and we’re 
tougher and we’re fairer.” 
Republicans control the 
Florida legislature and could 
push through the bill. 


Opponents of the draft bill 
said it was harsh, infringed on 
federal responsibilities, was 
politically motivated and was 
inhospitable for a state whose 
biggest industry is tourism and 
hospitality. 

“I think it’s very onerous for 
people who come visit this 
state,” said state Sen. Nan 
Rich. “Let’s not just talk about 
illegal immigrants, let’s talk 
about visitors to Florida. We 
are a tourist state.” 

Florida’s immigration history 
is quite different from that 
of Arizona’s in that Florida 
immigrants, such as Cubans, 
have flourished when given 
the opportunity, said Maria 
del Rosario Rodriguez, 
executive director of the 
Florida Immigrant Coalition, 
an advocacy group. 

Rodriguez estimated that 
there are about 1 million 
undocumented residents in 
Florida, a state with 18.5 
million residents. 

“Florida is not Arizona ... 
We’ve benefited tremendously 
from the entrepreneurship and 
leadership of large immigrant 
communities,” Rodriguez 
said. “What exactly is this bill 
going to fix?” 

Rep. Ron Saunders of Key 
West, who is in line to become

Tropical weather will cost Gulf crews 4 days

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Bad weather has 

delayed into early next week a massive effort 

to permanently kill BP’s blown-out well in 

the Gulf of Mexico — a costly operation the 

government now says it is not certain how 

best to carry out. 

Still, retired Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen 
said the final “kill” of the well should be done 
early next week, if it’s done at all. 

Allen, the government’s point man for the 
spill, said Wednesday that he hopes to turn 
over his high-profile job to someone else by 
late September or early October, another sign 
that the officials are beginning to scale back 
their response to one of the worst offshore oil 
spills in history. He said he can leave when 
there is no chance that more oil will leak into 
the Gulf. A temporary cap has kept oil from 


spewing for a month, and crews are finishing 
a relief well in preparation for the “bottom 
kill,” which involves pumping mud and 
cement from a well deep underground for a 
permanent seal. The federal government and 
BP have recently raised the possibility that 
they won’t need to perform the operation at 
all, since the well was plugged last month 
with mud and cement pumped in through the 
top. Allen has insisted for days that BP must 
go ahead with the bottom kill, even though 
the top plug appeared to be holding. On 
Tuesday and again on Wednesday, though, he 
said testing still needs to be done on the well 
before a final decision is made. 

BP and the federal government will check to 
see whether the cement pumped in through 
the top went down into the reservoir, came 
back up and plugged the space between the 
inner piping and the outer casing. If so, the 
bottom kill might not be necessary.□

CHICAGO - Former Rep. 
Dan Rostenkowski, the 
Chicago Democrat who 
became the leading architect 
of congressional tax policy 
in the Reagan era but later 
went to federal prison for 
corruption, died Wednesday, a 
family friend said. He was 82. 
Rostenkowski, who served 18 
terms before losing in 1994, 
died surrounded by family at 
his home in Lake Benedict, 
Wis., friend Ellen Tully told 
The Associated Press. He 
had been treated for prostate 
cancer in the 1990s. 

As House Ways and Means 
Committee chairman, 

Rostenkowski was known 
as a consensus builder and a 


master of legislative tactics. 
He is credited with leading a 
1983 effort to rescue Social 
Security from insolvency and 
pushing through a sweeping 
1986 overhaul of the nation’s 
tax system. 

But Rostenkowski himself 
acknowledged that his legacy 
would always be tainted by 
his stint in federal prison. 

“I know that my obituary 
will say, ‘Dan Rostenkowski, 
felon,’ and it is something that 
I have to live with,”’ he said 
in a 1998 broadcast interview 
with Robert Novak and Mark 
Shields. 

In 2000, however, then- 
PresidentBillClintonpardoned 
Rostenkowski. Two prominent 
Republicans, former President 
Gerald R. Ford and former 


House Minority Leader Robert 
H. Michel were among those 
urging the pardon. 

Ro stenko wski ’ s problems 

began in 1992 when a grand 
jury in Washington charged 
him with 17 counts of misusing 
government and campaign 
funds. The scandal forced 
him to step down as chairman 
and led to his 1994 defeat by 
Republican unknown Michael 
Patrick Flanagan, who became 
the first GOP congressman 
from Chicago in 35 years. 

It was part of a Republican 
sweep that returned the GOP 
to power in both houses of 
Congress for the first time since 
the 1950s. (Flanagan served 
just one term before being 
ousted by then-Democratic 
state Rep. Rod Blagojevich, 
who later became governor 

— and was ousted from office 
in his own scandal in January 
2009.) 

In the end, Rostenkowski 
pleaded guilty two counts of 
mail fraud. He admitted in 
his plea agreement that he 
had converted office funds to 
his own use for gifts such as 
Lenox china and armchairs. 

He admitted hiring people on 
his congressional payroll who 
did little or no official work 

— but took care of his lawn, 
took photographs at political 
events and family weddings, 
helped his family’s business 
and supervised the renovation 
of his house. 

Even after pleading guilty, 
Rostenkowski continued to say 
that what he did should have 
been counted as a violation of 
House rules — not a crime. 
Rostenkowski served 17 
months in prison, mainly 
at the federal government’s 


correctional center at Oxford, 
Wis. After his release, he 
spoke to a prison reform group 
and joked about “my Oxford 
education.” 

Biographer Richard Cohen 
wrote that Rostenkowski 
was “among the half dozen 
most influential members of 
Congress during the second 
half of the 20th century.” 
Daniel David Rostenkowski 
was born Jan. 2, 1928, into one 
of Chicago’s leading Polish- 
American political families. 
His father was an alderman. 
Rostenkowski was educated 
at St. John’s Academy, a 
Wisconsin military school, and 
Loyola University in Chicago. 
He served in the infantry in 
Korea from 1946 to 1948. He 
was a state representative and 
later a state senator before his 
election to the U.S. House in 
1958. 

Rostenkowski was apillarofthe 
Chicago Democratic Machine 
— a ward committeeman 
whose precinct captains were 
experts at getting out the vote. 
He once said that in Chicago 
politics is “a blood sport.” 
Until the end, he never faced 
more than token political 
opposition. 

As Ways and Means chairman, 
he handled the job in old- 
school fashion, once telling an 
Associated Press interviewer 
that those who crossed him 
legislatively “should not 
expect any largesse, so to 
speak, from me.” 

But he believed in compromise 
and expressed dismay at the 
partisanship that descended 
on Capitol Hill after he left. 
He was fond of closed-door 
meetings where political 
dramatics were shelved in 


favor of deal making. 

“We looked at politics as 
compromise,” Rostenkowski 
said. “We were going to work 
together. We were going to 
get something done. We were 
Democrats and Republicans 
but we were also legislators. 
Politics is war today. 
Everybody wants to fight. 
Nobody wants to give in.” 

“As much as people criticize 
the back room, the dark room 
or the cigar or smoke-filled 
room, you get things done 
when you’re not acting,” he 
told an interviewer. In his day, 
he said, “we’d argue like hell 
on the floor of the House of 
Representatives but we were 
out playing golf that night.” 
He had little use for rules 
limiting contacts with 
lobbyists. “If a congressman is 
going to be a rascal he’s going 
to be a rascal,” Rostenkowski 
once told an interviewer. 
Rostenkowski brought 

in millions of federal 
dollars for public works 
projects, including Kennedy 
Expressway reconstruction 
and turning Navy Pier on 
Chicago’s downtown lakefront 
into a recreational area. 

As chairman, Rostenkowski 
opposed protectionist trade 
legislation and played a key 
role in pushing through the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement, which lowered 
trade barriers between the 
U.S., Canada and Mexico. 
Never a favorite with liberal 
groups, Rostenkowski joined 
forces with many corporations 
to win approval of the measure, 
which was proposed by the 
Clinton administration but 
bitterly disliked by organized 
labor. □ 
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FBI says ‘Granddad Bandit' captured in louislana

BATON ROUGE, Louisiana 
(AP) — The man dubbed 
“Granddad Bandit” by the FBI 
and suspected in two dozen 
bank robberies across 13 states 
was captured Wednesday at 
his Baton Rouge home after 
a lengthy standoff that ended 
peacefully, authorities said. 
Police and FBI agents 
surrounded the home 
Wednesday morning and 


nearly six hours later walked 
out with a stocky, balding man 
with graying hair and glasses, 
who was surrounded by 
officers and put into a police 
car. 

The FBI identified him to the 
public for the first time as 52- 
year-old Michael Mara. 

FBI Special Agent Howard 
Schwartz said Mara was 
arrested on a warrant for a 
bank robbery in Richmond, 
Virginia. He was picked up 


from the modest, cream- 
colored house after officials 
received tips from the public. 
Schwartz said he didn’t know 
how long Mara lived at the 
home and declined to say 
more about the tips that led 
authorities there. 

“We were aware of him 
probably since Friday,” 
Schwartz said. 

Officials said Mara would 
be placed in the custody of 
the U.S. Marshal’s Service 


Utah HP: Tour bus had no mechanical problems 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The Utah 
Highway Patrol says inspectors found no 
mechanical problems that would have caused 
a bus crash that killed three members of a 
Japanese tour group. 

The agency said Wednesday that inspectors 
combed through the wreckage of the 2006 
Ford E-350 shuttle bus, which veered off 
Interstate 15 Monday night and rolled into 
the median. The bus was taking the group to 
Bryce Canyon National Park. 

Prosecutors are considering whether charges 
are warranted against the driver, who is a 26- 
year-old Japanese man living in Las Vegas 
on a work and student visa. 

The crash killed two men and a woman and 
injured 11 other tourists. The driver was 
treated and released. 

Prosecutors said the 26-year-old driver faces 
possible criminal charges, and investigators 
blamed driver error. 

“From all indications, the driver was not 
focused or paying attention on his driving,” 
said Utah Highway Patrol Sgt. Ted Tingey. 
“He was possibly drowsy at the time, and 
that’s when he went off the left side of the 
road and rolled it.” 

The accident happened miles (kilometers) 
from a 2009 bus crash that claimed six 
Chinese tourists near Hoover Dam, and was 
also blamed on driver distraction. 

A National Transportation Safety Board 
report issued in June said the Hoover Dam 
crash might have been prevented if the 


board’s previous recommendations for 
stability control improvements and lane 
departure warning system had been adopted 
by the U.S. Department of Transportation. 
The NTSB also has called for improved 
passenger restraints and strengthened 
windows and roofs on mid-size commercial 
buses. 

NTSB spokesman Nicholas Worrell said the 
board was looking at Monday’s bus crash “in 
a limited way” because of its similarity to the 
2009 crash near Dolan Springs, Arizona. No 
formal investigation was planned, Worrell 
said. 

The Utah Highway Patrol said it would not 
identify the driver in Monday’s crash because 
he was under investigation. Names of most 
passengers were released. 

Seven passengers were flown in critical 
condition to hospitals in the Salt Lake City 
area, 250 miles away from the crash scene, 
including a 14-year-old girl from Osaka, 
Japan, according to authorities and a tour 
company. Some of the other four injured 
passengers have been released from a Cedar 
City hospital. The bus driver also was treated 
for minor injuries and released. 

Hiroki Hayase, a 20-year-old man from 
Osaka, was killed in the crash, authorities 
said. The identities of two others who died 
— a 38-year-old man and 40-year-old 
woman, both from Tokyo — have not been 
released by authorities who are trying to 
notify relatives in Japan.Q

and would appear before a 
magistrate judge in Baton 
Rouge before being transferred 
to Virginia to face the federal 
charges. Last week, the FBI 
began posting pictures of 
the “Granddad Bandit” on 
billboards across the country, 
saying he was connected to a 
string of robberies dating back 
to a 2008 holdup. 

He is believed to have robbed 
banks all over the eastern 
and central U.S., including 
in Alabama, Texas, Georgia, 
Arkansas, Kansas, New 
York, Florida, Oklahoma, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Missouri — but 
not in Louisiana. 

It was unclear if the robber 
was actually a grandfather. 
FBI agents said the nickname 
was devised to help law 


enforcement and the public 
easily identify the suspect. 
“He just looks like everyone’s 
granddad,” FBI supervisory 
special agent Amanda Moran 
said last week. 

In the robberies, the suspect 
waited patiently in line and 
handed the teller a note. 
Sometimes, he gestured that 
he had a weapon, although 
agents said there was no 
indication he ever actually 
used one. Once his demands 
were met, he exited quietly, 
fleeing on foot. 

“If he was standing behind you 
in the teller line while you’re 
waiting for teller service you 
wouldn’t give him a second 
look,” Moran said. “He blends 
well with people, and his look 
reminds you of the fatherly 
granddad.’Q

Russia. The particles could 
then be blown into other areas 
by the wind, they said. 

“A cloud may come up in the 
air with soot and spread over a 
huge territory,” said Alexander 
Isayev of the Moscow-based 
Center for Forest Ecology and 
Productivity. 

The most dangerous 
radioactive elements left by 
the Chernobyl accident are 
cesium and strontium, which 
with repeated exposure could 
raise the risks of cancers 
and genetic disorders, 
environmentalists said. 

“There is a higher threat of 
cancers and future mutations, 
especially for children, 
embryos, if a woman is 
pregnant,” said Anton 
Korsakov, an environmental 
researcher at Bryansk State 
University. 

A leading nuclear security 
scientist in Moscow, however, 
dismissed the danger. Even if 
forests in the most polluted 
areas catch fire, the amount 



of radiation will be many 
times lower than the natural 
background radiation, said 
Rafael Arutyunyan, director 
of the Moscow-based Institute 
for Safe Development of 
Nuclear Energy. 

The Bryansk forest protection 
service has increased patrols 
around the Bryansk forests, 
particularly in the southwest 
section affected by Chernobyl, 
agency chief Vladimir 
Rozinkevich said. “There is a 
danger, but we are controlling 
the situation,” he said. 
Emergency Situations Minister 
Sergei Shoigu acknowledged 
the danger last week, but said 
Wednesday that the situation 
was not as difficult as in the 
areas around Moscow, where 
acrid clouds of smog from the 
fires have polluted the air. 
Hundreds of wildfires sparked 
by the hottest summer ever 
recorded in Russia have 
engulfed large areas of western 
Russia. Moscow’s death rate 
has doubled to 700 people 
a day. Morgues have been 


overflowing, and residents 
have been desperately seeking 
ways to stay cool amid 
soaring temperatures and air 
pollution. 

About 165,000 workers 
and 39 firefighting aircraft 
were battling more than 600 
blazes nationwide Wednesday 
over 220,000 acres (more 
than 90,000 hectares), 
the Emergency Situations 
Ministry said. 

Fires also have broken out 
in Ukraine, but the country’s 
Emergency Ministry said 
none have been reported in 
the areas contaminated by the 
Chernobyl accident. 

There also has been no increase 
in radiation levels recorded 
in Ukraine, said Mykhailo 
Dovhych, deputy director of 
Ukraine’s Central Geophysical 
Observatory, which monitors 
radiation levels. 

In Vienna, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency said 
it had no comment on the 
radioactive dangers posed by 
the wildfires. □

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Documents suggest Demjanjuk 
link to second Nazi camp

MUNICH (AP) — A German 
historian on Wednesday 
presented evidence at the 
trial of John Demjanjuk that 
suggested he worked as a guard 
at the Nazis’ Flossenbuerg 
concentration camp. 

Matthias Meissner of 
Germany’s Federal Archive 
showed the Munich state 
court original documents 
from Flossenbuerg listing a 
man called “Demianiuk” and 
“Demenjuk” as a guard there 
in October 1943. 

The ID number on the card 
was the same as on the key 
piece of evidence in the trial 
— a Nazi-issued identity 
card that the prosecution says 
carried Demjanjuk’s photo 
and indicates he was a guard 
at the Sobibor death camp in 
Poland. 

Although Demjanjuk isn’t 
charged with any crimes at 


Flossenbuerg, which was a 
forced labor camp rather than 
a death camp, the documents 
presented by Meissner could 
back up the prosecution’s 
allegation that Demjanjuk was 
indeed a camp guard and might 
later have been transferred to 
Sobibor. 

Former Ohio autoworker 
Demjanjuk faces 28,060 
counts of accessory to murder 
related to his alleged activities 
at Sobibor. 

The 90-year-old denies the 
charges. 

The defense maintains 
Demjanjuk was a Soviet soldier 
captured by the Germans and 
spent most of the war in prison 
camps himself. 

On the documents, the name 
“Demianiuk” figured twice on 
a list of weapons handed out 
to guards at Flossenbuerg in 
October 1943. Another list of 
guards, which is undated, lists 
“Demenjuk” alongside his 


alleged Nazi ID number. 

A third document shows that 
a “Diminiuk,” again identified 
by the same ID number, was 
put on service at a bunker on 
the Flossenbuerg grounds in 
October 1944. 

Transcribing names from 
the Cyrillic alphabet used in 
Demjanjuk’s native Ukraine 
could lead to slight variations 
in spellings on the documents, 
excerpts of which were read out 
by Judge Ralph Alt or shown 
on an overhead projector. 
Defense attorney Ulrich 
Busch questioned the 
documents’ authenticity and 
said Demjanjuk never was a 
guard in Flossenbuerg. 

About 100,000 people were 
imprisoned throughout the 
war at Flossenbuerg, in 
southeastern Germany, and 
about 30,000 inmates were 
killed or died there due to 
inhumane treatment. 

Alt asked Demjanjuk at the 


opening of the trial if he wanted 
to look at the documents, but 
the defendant declined. 
Demjanjuk followed the 
hearing lying in a hospital 
bed next to the judge’s bench, 
wearing sunglasses and 
showing no reaction to the 
testimony. 

Demjanjuk was deported from 
the U.S. to Germany in May 
2009. 

He had his U.S. citizenship 
revoked in 1981 after the U.S. 


Associated Press 
Justice Department alleged he 
hid his past as the notorious 
Treblinka guard “Ivan the 
Terrible.” He was extradited 
to Israel, where he was found 
guilty and sentenced to 
death in 1988, only to have 
the conviction overturned 
five years later as a case of 
mistaken identity. 

The trial in Munich, which 
started in November 2009, will 
resume on Sept. 13 following 
a summer break. □

TAMPA, Florida (AP) — 
The United States is more 
than tripling the number of 
helicopters it is providing to 
help in flood-ravaged Pakistan, 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Wednesday. 

Gates said the USS Peleliu is 
now off the coast near Karachi, 
carrying 19 helicopters and a 
complement of about 1,000 
Marines.

Gates said 
the Peleliu’s complement will 
replace six combat helicopters 
on loan from the U.S. war 
effort in Afghanistan. 

Gates said President Barack 
Obama has directed his 
administration to “lean 
forward” in offering help to the 
Pakistanis, which he stressed 
will be at a pace dictated by 
Pakistan’s needs and its ability

to handle aid. 

6 There ’ s no point in having a lot 
of helicopters if we don’t have 
the relief supplies to deliver,” 
Gates told reporters traveling 
with him to Florida. He said 
the State Department, the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development and other areas 
of the government will have 
to be involved in helping 
Pakistan recover. 

Gates and other U.S. officials 
say the Pakistani military has 
had to divert some troops 
and attention from fighting 
insurgents to help in flood 
relief. The U.S. is trying to 
lighten that load, but Gates 
said the overall impact of the 
shift ultimately will depend on 
how many troops are diverted. 
“We weren’t expecting them 
to undertake new offensives 
for some period of time 
anyway,” Gates said of the 
Pakistani military’s efforts 
against insurgents along its 
border with Afghanistan. He 
also addressed reports that 
extremist groups are helping 


in relief efforts, allowing them 
to appear to some parts of the 
population as a positive force. 
“It does offer them an 
opportunity,” Gates said. 

Gates the U.S. in turn is 
pleased to offer Islamabad 
a way of showing the

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Zimbabwe gem sale stirs ‘blood diamond’ fears

JOHANNESBURG (AP) 
— Zimbabwe auctioned 
900,000 carats of rough 
gems Wednesday from 
a diamond field where 
human rights groups say 
soldiers killed 200 people, 
raped women and enslaved 
children. 

It was the first public sale 
of diamonds from the 
notorious Marange field 
in eastern Zimbabwe since 
international regulators 
imposed a ban in November 
under rules designed to 
screen out conflict gems. 
The sale happened to 
coincide with the “blood 
diamonds” phase of the 
war crimes trial of Charles 
Taylor, the former Liberian 
president. Taylor’s case 
and the Zimbabwe sale 
are unrelated, but both 
point to the successes 
and difficulties facing the 
campaign to regulate the 
trade in diamonds that 
has helped finance wars 
in Liberia, Sierra Leone, 
Angola, Congo and now 
Ivory Coast. 

The auction in Harare, the 
capital of Zimbabwe, went 
ahead after the gems were 
certified as conflict-free by 
Abbey Chikane, a monitor 
for the Kimberley Process 
that oversees trade in the 
diamonds. Chikane had 
established that soldiers 
were gone from two fenced- 
off commercial mines 
producing the diamonds, 
and that the mines were 


operating according to 
“minimum international 
standards.” 

In the rest of the field, 
where Zimbabwe’s military 
still holds sway and abuses 
reportedly continue, aban on 
diamonds remains in place. 
But there is no guarantee 
its product won’t infiltrate 
into the legitimately mined 
stones. 

The arrangement so angered 
American gem trader Martin 
Rapaport that in February 
he quit as president of the 
World Diamond Council. 
“The tragedy of Zimbabwe 
is that the Kimberley Process 
has started legitimizing, 
legalizing, kosherizing 
blood diamonds,” he said in 
a telephone interview from 
Israel as the auction got 
under way. 

He said it made Kimberley 
participants “liars who are 
telling the world that these 
diamonds are legitimate.” 
The Kimberley Process 
was set up in 2002. Its 
members are 75 diamond- 
producing and diamond¬ 
trading countries, along 
with industry agencies and 
civic and human rights 
bodies such as London- 
based Global Witness. 
Stephane Chardon, 

chairman of the Kimberley 
monitoring group, said 
it deserved credit for the 
original ban on Marange 
diamonds and for ensuring 
that the two fenced-off 
mines were being properly 
run. 

He noted that the Kimberley

rules apply only to blood 
diamonds mined and sold 
by rebel movements or 
their allies to finance armed 
conflicts aimed at toppling 
legitimate governments. 
It has no provision for 
punishing governments. 
Chardon said the system 
has helped. “In quite a few 
countries it has contributed 
to changing conflict 
diamonds into development 
diamonds, in the sense that 
the revenues are going to the 
government and are used 
for development purposes 
and not for conflict.” 

The Marange field was 
discovered in 2006 and is 
believed to be the biggest 
found in the world since the 
19th century. It triggered a 
chaotic diamond rush until 
police and then the army 
moved in. 

Human Rights Watch says 
the Zimbabwe government 
still has not kept its word 
to withdraw soldiers 
completely from the 
Marange fields, and that 
it found conditions there 
“quite appalling” as recently 
as May. 

“We found that people were 
still being forced to mine, to 


dig for diamonds at gunpoint 
by the army, by soldiers,” 
said senior researcher 
Tiseke Kasambala of the 
area outside the two fenced 
off mines. “We found 
children as young as 11 still 
working in these mines.” 
Buyers from Belgium, 
Russia, India, Israel, 
Lebanon and the United 
Arab Emirates flew into 
Harare on private aircraft 
to inspect the stones and 
present bids in sealed 
envelopes. They refused to 
speak to reporters. 

“Buyers were extremely 
interested and the pricing 
was satisfactory,” said David 
Castle, director of Mbada 
Diamonds and chairman 
of the South African New 
Reclamation Group that 
offered the diamonds for 
sale. 

Global Witness campaigner 
Elly Harrowed said that 
instead of expelling 
Zimbabwe from the 
Kimberley process as 
recommended last year 
by Kimberley Process 
investigators who were 
sent to Marange, “What 
we have instead is a weak 
compromise.”

She said that unless 
Zimbabwe kept its promise 
to withdraw all troops 
and fulfill other promised 
improvements, the 

Kimberley Process should 
“act very, very quickly” 
to prevent Marange gems 
from being exported. 

The compromise was 
reached after a Zimbabwe 
court released human rights 
activist Farai Maguwu, who 
was jailed for more than a 
month after publicizing 
abuses at the diamond 
fields. 

Human rights groups say 
the deal also helped avert 
a crisis in the international 
diamond market, since 
President Robert Mugabe 
was threatening to sell 
stones without certification. 
Zimbabwe’s mines 

minister, Obert Mpofu, said 
Wednesday the country 
has 4.5 million Marange 
diamonds in stock, valued 
at up to $1.9 billion — one 
third of the national debt of 
a country whose economy 
has been ruined by 
corruption, mismanagement 
and Mugabe’s campaign

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Flotilla of stinging Jellyfish hit Spanish beaches

MADRID (AP) — A vast 
flotilla of small, virtually 
undetectable jellyfish have 
stung hundreds of people on 
Spanish beaches this week 
— a swimmer’s nightmare 
that biologists say will 
become increasingly 

common due to climate 
change and overfishing. 

The blobs attacked three 
areas near the eastern city 
of Elche along a famed 
stretch of white sand 
beaches known as the Costa 
Blanca. On Tuesday alone, 
380 people were stung, 
compared to the usual four 
or five swimmers a day, said 
Juan Carlos Castellanos 
of the Elche city tourism 
department. 

The was no sign of the 
jellyfish on Wednesday, but 
since Sunday at least 700 
people have been stung. 

“In the five or six years I 
have been in this job, I have 
never seen anything like 
this,” Castellanos said. 

The beaches were never 
closed but officials put up 
warning signs and stationed 
lookout boats offshore. 

The tourism official 
blamed strong currents 


for sweeping the jellyfish 
onto the beaches and then 
calm seas for letting them 
hang around for three days. 
Particularly warm waters — 
which jellyfish like — also 
helped boost their numbers 
during Spain’s key summer 
tourism season. 

One problem was these 
jellyfish were small and 
almost transparent were not 
readily visible and thinly 
spread out over 3 miles of 
coastline. 

“The swimmers could 
probably not even see 
them,” Castellanos added. 
Far to the north, a much 
more menacing species 
looms — the Portuguese 
Man-of-War, a floating, 
violet-colored sack with 
meters-long tentacles. They 
have stung more than 300 
people over the past three 
weeks in Atlantic waters off 
Spain’s northern coasts of 
Cantabria and the Basque 
region, officials said. 
Spanish marine biologists 
say, in general, they are 
seeing fewer jellyfish this 
summer than in other years. 
In the Catalonia region and 
the Balearic islands — both 
hugely popular with British 
and German tourists —

officials said this summer 
has been relatively quiet on 
the jellyfish front. 

But scientists also Spanish 
beachgoers are going to 
have to get used to higher 
concentrations of jellyfish. 
Normally, jellyfish are kept 
from getting close to the 
shore by a natural barrier 


of less-salty water formed 
with runoff from summer 
rains. 

But with rain more scant 
because of global warming, 
this protective cushion is 
weaker, said Jose Maria 
Gili, a jellyfish specialist 
at the Institute of Marine 
Sciences in Barcelona. 


Another problem is 
overfishing, which depletes 
stocks of tuna, swordfish 
and other species that 
are natural predators of 
jellyfish. And fewer fish 
means fewer competitors for 
tiny plankton that jellyfish 
feed on, allowing the latter

Doctor says Anna Nicole had 
chronic pain syndrome

LOS ANGELES - Ann a Nicole Smith suffered from pain 
most of her life, a doctor testified Wednesday, saying he 
treated her with prescription drugs to alleviate her chronic 
pain syndrome even though he considered her an addict. 
“People with substance abuse disorders have the right to pain 
relief,” said Dr. Victor Kovner, who treated Smith for three 
years before he sold his practice to Dr. Sandeep Kapoor, a 
defendant in the drug conspiracy case. 

Kovner said Smith had a substance abuse disorder so severe, 
“she could become addicted to Jello.” Treating her was a 
challenge, he said. 

“Did you perceive her to be an addict?” Deputy District 
Attorney Renee Rose asked the physician. 

“Yes. I believe she had addictive behaviors, but it was 
controlled,” Kovner replied. 

Kapoor, Dr. Khristine Eroshovich and Smith’s boyfriend- 
lawyer Howard K. Stem have pleaded not guilty to conspiring 


to provide Smith with excessive dmgs and to prescribing to 
an addict. They are not charged with causing her 2007 death 
from a dmg overdose. 

Kovner said he thought Stern cared for Smith. 

“He was very responsible regarding her medications,” the 
doctor said. 

“He was concerned about her overusing.” 

Kovner said Smith told him when they met in 2001 that she 
was an addict and had been treated at the Betty Ford Center 
for addictions to Vicodin and alcohol. 

Kovner later learned she had suffered from migraines and 
seizures as a child. She also reported pain in her back, arm 
and intestinal area. 

After failing to find a physical cause for the pain, Kovner said 
he concluded Smith suffered from chronic pain syndrome and 
treated her with Methadone, Xanax and other dmgs. 

Kovner said Smith took prescription dmgs for physical and 
emotional relief. Some of the medications he prescribed were 
for anxiety and depression, he added.Q 


David Wolper, producer of ‘Roots,’ dies at 82

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
- David L. Wolper, whose 
landmark 1977 miniseries 
“Roots” engrossed the nation 
with its saga of an American 
family descended from an 
African slave, has died. He 
was 82. 

Wolper died peacefully 


in his Beverly Hills home 
Tuesday evening while 
watching television with his 
wife Gloria, said spokesman 
Dale Olson. Wolper died of 
congestive heart disease and 
complications of Parkinson’s 
disease, Olson said. 

He was a consummate 
salesman and advocate for 
filmmakers, said Mel Stuart, 
a veteran feature director and 
documentarian who worked 
with Wolper for two decades. 
“There was an excitement. 
Anything was possible because 
Dave could enable it. He was 
a dreamer who could make 
dreams come true,” said Stuart, 
who directed “The Making of 
the President” documentaries 
and “Willy Wonka,” among 
other Wolper-produced films. 
Wolper helped establish a new 
“school” of West Coast films at 
a time when New York-based 
TV networks’ news divisions 
and filmmakers dominated the 
field. 

“In a way, he brought the 
documentary to Hollywood, 
and he became the major force 
in Hollywood for making 
documentaries,” Stuart said. 
Olson, who represented 
Wolper for 40 years, called 
him “the most remarkable 
man I ever knew. 

During the documentary days, 
working for Wolper was like 
going to school and cramming 


for a test every week” for 
publicity kits on subjects 
ranging from exotic insects to 
U.S. presidents. 

“He’ll surely be missed,” said 
producer-director James L. 
Brooks (“Broadcast News,” 
“The Simpsons”), who landed 
his first job in Los Angeles 
with Wolper’s company. 

“He stood out as a colorful 
man,” Brooks recalled, “even 
at a time when people were 
colorful.” 

During his lengthy career, 
Wolper produced the children’s 
classic “Willy Wonka and 
the Chocolate Factory” and 
demonstrated his showman 
instincts with New York’s 1986 
extravaganza celebrating the 
Statue of Liberty centennial 
and the 1984 Olympic Games 
ceremonies in Los Angeles. 
But his TV work remained his 
best-known accomplishment, 
particularly “Roots,” based on 
the best seller by Alex Haley. 
The ABC series was seen in 
whole or part by 130 million 
people — more than half the 
country — when it ran for 
eight nights in 1977. 

“I make it happen,” Wolper 
said in a 1999 Associated 
Press interview. “Who bought 
Alex Haley’s book ‘Roots’ for 
TV? Me. I hired the director, 
hired the writer. I put them all 
together. I’m like the chef. If 
I mix all the ingredients right, 


it’s going to taste terrific. If I 
don’t, it’s not going to come 
out good.” 

The miniseries chronicling 
Kunta Kinte, enslaved as 
a teenager in 18th-century 
West Africa to be sold in 
America, and his descendants 
represented a different kind of 
family story, one told from the 
black perspective. It was based 
on Haley’s novel, a Pulitzer 
Prize-winner that mixed 
accounts of his own ancestors 
with fiction. 

Among the large cast were 
John Amos, Ben Vereen, 
Leslie Uggams, Cicely Tyson, 
Olivia Cole, Madge Sinclair 
and Richard Roundtree. 
Newcomer LeVar Burton, 
who played Kinte as a youth, 
became an instant star. The 
series won a slew of honors 
including nine Emmy Awards 
and a Peabody Award. 

In 2002, Wolper produced a 
25th-anniversary special on 
the impact of “Roots,” which 
aired on NBC after ABC 
turned down the idea. 

“I think it was an important 
milestone in the history 
of television,” then NBC 
Entertainment President Jeff 
Zucker said at the time. “It 
introduced the miniseries. It 
showed what you could do if 
you had the courage of your 
convictions to put something 
on like that.” 


Wolper also produced several 
other miniseries, including 
the 1979 sequel “Roots: The 
Next Generations,” “The 
Thom Birds” and “North and 
South.” 

A New York City native who 
was born Jan. 11,1928, Wolper 
studied at Drake University 
in Des Moines, Iowa, and 
the University of Southern 
California, where he was 
business manager of the humor 
magazine, Wampus, edited by 
future Pulitzer Prize-winning 
columnist Art Buchwald. 

After leaving school in 1949, 
he joined with friends to 
create Flamingo Films, a TV 
distribution company, Olson 
said. Wolper traveled cross¬ 
country to sell old films to the 
few dozen TV stations then on 
the air. 

His move into production was 
a splashy one. He obtained 
Soviet space footage for a 
documentary that was carried 
by 100-plus stations after 
networks refused to air an 
independent production. “The 
Race for Space” earned a 1960 
Academy Award nomination. 
Before becoming a titan in the 
miniseries genre, Wolper had a 
series of highly successful TV 
documentaries, including “The 
Making of the President 1960.” 
Time magazine crowned him 
“Mr. Documentary,” Olson 
said. □ 
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Stocks fall sharply as 
investors’ gloom grows

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
and interest rates fell sharply 
Wednesday as more bad news 
chipped away at investors’ 
view of the economy. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 265 points and all 
the major indexes fell more 
than 2 percent. The Dow has 
now fallen four days out of 
five, and it has lost almost 320 
points in just the past two days. 
Meanwhile, the yield on the 
Treasury’s 10-year note fell to 
its lowest level since March 
2009 as investors avoided 
stocks and sought the safety 
of government securities. 

Only 442 stocks rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
while 2,627 fell, a sign that 
investors expect all businesses 
to suffer if the economy 
continues to weaken. 
Investors’ gloom deepened a 
day after the Federal Reserve 
said it would begin buying 
government bonds as a way to 
stimulate the economy. News 
of slower industrial growth 
in China and a disappointing 
economic indicator in Japan 
helped send stocks plunging 
first in Asia, then in Europe. 
The economic news in the 
U.S. was also troubling. The 
Commerce Department said 
the trade deficit widened in 
June to its highest level in 
20 months as exports dipped. 
Falling exports mean U.S. 
manufacturing could be 
slowing down. And early this 
year, manufacturing showed 
the most consistent signs of 
recovery. 

Investors got more bad news 
after trading ended. Cisco 
Systems Inc.’s revenue in the 
company’s latest quarter fell 
short of analysts’ expectations. 
Companies’ revenue shortfalls 
have sent stocks falling over 
the past month, and Cisco’s 


stock slid 8 percent in after- 
hours trading. Other stocks 
fell as well, and the report 
was likely to touch off more 
selling across the market on 
Thursday. 

Stock traders tend to buy and 
sell based on their expectations 
for what business will be like 
in six to nine months. The 
problem is that economic data 
has been so muddled lately 
that investors have no sense of 
whether the recovery will hold. 
In its economic assessment 
statement on Tuesday, the 
Fed was still talking about a 
recovery, although the central 
bank said it would more 
modest than forecast in June. 
“Uncertainty, uncertainty, 
uncertainty,” was the way 
that Javier Perez-Santalla, 
managing director for futures 
and foreign exchange at the 
institutional brokerage firm 
Dinosaur Group, described 
the mood in the market. 
“Everyone is scratching their 
heads, saying ‘which way?”’ 
Perez-Santalla said. “We’re 
kind of stuck in this no man’s 
land, where we’re damned if 
we do, damned if we don’t.” 


The Fed said Tuesday it will 
start buying government 
bonds with money it gets from 
the maturing mortgage-backed 
bonds that it bought during the 
recession. The goal is to try to 
cut interest rates on mortgages 
and corporate loans and in 
turn increase lending and help 
the economy grow faster. 

But the Fed’s moves were 
expected to be quite small 
in comparison to what the 
economy needs. And many 
investors were selling because 
the debt purchases would have 
only a limited impact on the 
economy. 

The Dow dropped 265.42, 
or 2.5 percent, to 10,378.83, 
its largest slide since it fell 
268.22 on June 29. 

The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index fell 31.59, or 2.8 
percent, to 1,089.47. The S&P 
500 slipped below 1,100, a key 
psychological level. Falling 
and holding below that level 
could lead to more selling as 
computer-driven trading sets 
in. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
fell 68.54, or 3 percent, to 
2,208.63. □

Trade gap likely points to 
slower economic growth

WASHINGTON - The United States is selling fewer products 
around the world and spending more on cheap imported goods, 
an imbalance that hurts the job market at home and means the 
economy is even weaker than previously thought. 

The trade deficit of nearly $50 billion for June is the biggest in 
almost two years, and economists fear that economic growth 
for the second quarter, which came in at a sluggish rate of 2.4 
percent in early estimates, may turn out to be only half that. 
“The problem is that to the extent we have a recovery in the 
United States, it is pulling in a lot of imported goods. That 
means it is not translating into production and jobs at home,” 
said Nigel Gault, chief U.S. economist at IHS Global Insight. 
Exports for June were down 1.3 percent, to $150.5 billion, the 
Commerce Department reported Wednesday. At the same time, 
imports rose 3 percent, to just over $200 billion. 

Overall, the trade deficit grew by 19 percent for the month. 

The manufacturing sector has been a bright spot in an otherwise 
sluggish recovery, and if manufacturers have a hard time 
finding places to sell their products overseas, it could weaken 
the broader economy. 

While U.S. manufacturers have reported increased demand 
from Asia, exports to Europe are falling behind as that region of 
the world struggles with fallout from its debt crisis. The deficit 
with the European Union alone increased 26 percent. 

The trade figures show the United States can’t rely on demand 
overseas to make up for its own weak economy at home, said 
Paul Dales, U.S. economist at Capital Economics, another 
forecasting firm. 

The ballooning trade deficit added to a rough day on Wall Street. 
The Dow Jones industrial average fell more than 260 points, or 
2.5 percent. Investors were also digesting a gloomy economic 
outlook from the Federal Reserve a day earlier. 

President Barack Obama gave the manufacturing industry a little 
help Wednesday. The president signed legislation that would 
reduce and suspend tariffs on certain materials U.S. companies 
must import to make their products. □

Thomas won’t return

NEW YORK - Isiah Thomas 
will not be returning to the 
New York Knicks after all. 
Thomas said Wednesday in 
a statement he was declining 
a position as a consultant 
with the franchise he ran for 
4 1/2 years because it may 
not be legal. “After speaking 
with commissioner Stem 
and Knicks executives, it has 
become apparent that my new 
agreement violates certain 
NBA bylaws,” Thomas said. 
“Because of this, I have 
decided to rescind my contract 
with the team.” 

Thus ends — at least for 
now — the surprising and 
controversial reunion between 
the Knicks and the frequent 
target of fans and media 
during his turbulent tenure at 


Madison Square Garden. 

The Knicks announced the 
agreement with Thomas on 
Friday and it was quickly 
criticized. League personnel 
are not allowed contact with 
players who are not yet 
eligible for the draft, which 
Thomas would have in his 
role as Florida International 
University coach. 

“We have been informed by 
the Knicks that Isiah Thomas 
has rescinded his consulting 
agreement with the team. As 
a result, it is not necessary 
for the league to take any 
formal action on the proposed 
arrangement,” Stern said. 
“However, we have reminded 
the Knicks of NBA mles 
that prohibit team personnel, 
including consultants, from 
having contact with players 
not eligible for the draft.” 


Thomas could have chosen 
to leave his college job after 
just one season and keep the 
Knicks position.

More than two hours spent under the blazing 
sun at Rexall Centre ignited what the world’s 
No. 2-ranked player described as “heat issues,” 
prompting him to seek medical counsel during 
a second-round match at the Rogers Cup on 


Djokovic, Murray earn wins in Toronto 


Wednesday. He won, but just barely. 
“I will never, ever risk my health 
just to win,” Djokovic said. “Today, 
I was really on the edge.” 
Temperatures reached 28 C during 
his midday match against France’s 
Julien Benneteau, but it felt like 37 
C with humidity. Djokovic endured 
for a 7-5, 7-5 win. 

Heat has already forced the 23- 
year-old Serbian to withdraw from 
competition in the past. Djokovic 
pulled himself from a quarter-final 
match at the Australian Open last 
year with cramping and soreness 
due to the heat, ending his quest for 
a second straight title. 

Britain’s Andy Murray began his 
quest for a second straight title in 
Canada with a 7-5, 6-2 win over 
Belgian Xavier Malisse in a late 
afternoon game. Russian Nikolay 
Davydenko rolled to a 7-5, 6-1 
win over Italian Fabio Fognini in 
one of the other early matches at 


the US$2.43-million event at York 
University. “I feel good,” Murray 
said. “Today could have been a 
little bit better from the start, but the 
first one’s tough and I was playing 
against a very good player.” 

Canada lost its last hope of winning 
a title when Peter Polansky was 
ousted from the singles draw with 
a 6-4, 7-6 loss to Romanian Victor 
Hanescu. The 22-year-old from 
Thornhill, Ont., had upset No. 15- 
ranked Austrian Jurgen Melzer in 
the first round. 

Rafael Nadal, the ATP World Tour’s 
top-ranked player, is set to face 
Switzerland’s Stanislas Wawrinka 
at centre court Wednesday night. 
Nadal is a two-time winner at the 
Rogers Cup, capturing his last 
championship two years ago. 
Djokovic is also a former Canadian 
champion. He won during his debut 
three years ago, and has made it to 
the quarter-final round in each of 


the past two years. 

He was on the court with Benneteau 
for two hours and 12 minutes on 
Wednesday. The hard court surface 
tends to absorb the heat, making it 
even hotter for the players. 

“It’s just something that you cannot 
fight against,” Djokovic said. 
“Nobody can turn off the sun and 
just do me a favour, even though I 
would like it.” 

Djokovic is playing for the first time 
since he lost in the semifinal round 
at Wimbledon, and he arrived to a 
rude reception in Toronto earlier 
this week. He and Nadal were 
ousted from doubles competition by 
Canadians Milos Raonic and Vasek 
Pospisil. 

Djokovic will face Hanescu late 
Thursday afternoon. 

“Life goes on,” Djokovic said. “I 
won another match. Usually, when 
you win the tough first round, you 
get more confidence.”□

SHEBOYGAN, Wisconsin 
(AP) — With five of the last 
six majors won by first-timers, 
the days of the biggest names 
hoarding the best titles may 
be over. 

Ahead of Thursday’s start 
of the PGA Championship, 
players like Northern Ireland’s 
Graeme McDowell, South 
African Louis Oosthuizen and 
Lucas Glover, who once only 
dreamed of hoisting a claret 
jug or Wanamaker Trophy 
now look at their unassuming 
practic e-round-partners- 
turned-maj or-champions and 
think, “Why not me?” 

“It’s more tangible,” said 
Padraig Harrington, who 
credits Michael Campbell of 
New Zealand with inspiring 
his major swing. Two years 
after Campbell’s victory 
at the 2005 U.S. Open, the 
Irishman won the British 
Open, quickly followed by 
a second straight claret jug 
and the 2008 PGA title. “You 
need that familiarity. You had 
that in the 6 80s when Seve 
(Ballesteros) started winning 
majors and other (European) 
players followed. Mentally, 
they could see that it could be 
done. 

“It’s the old story, once the 
record is broken, a lot of 
people can follow.” 

Of course, breaking through is 
a lot easier when Tiger Woods 
is playing like a mere mortal. 
With his personal life in 
turmoil, so is Woods’ game. 
He’s been stuck on 14 majors 
since the 2008 U.S. Open, and 
arrived at Whistling Straits 
fresh off the worst tournament 
of his career. He beat just one 
player in the 80-man field last 
weekend, and shot a whopping 
18-over 298 at Firestone — a 
course where he’s won seven 
times. 

“I’ll be honest, the feeling in 
the locker room is slightly 


different,” England’s Paul 
Casey said, choosing his 
words carefully. “With the way 
(Woods) played the past week, 
guys feel like this is wide open, 
and that’s not a feeling that a 
lot of guys have had before. 
Graeme McDowell played 
tremendous golf at the U.S. 
Open. So did Louis playing 
his golf at The Open. That, 
combined with the way Tiger 
played last week, I think guys 
now feel there are multiple 
possible winners this week. 
“It’s different. Not a feeling 
we’ve had in a while.” 

Woods could usually be 
counted on to win at least 
one major each season and, 
as recently as 2006, he won 
two of them. Throw in Phil 
Mickelson, and the world’s top 
two players combined to win 
six of the eight majors in 2005 
and ‘06. That’s a formidable 
club for an up-and-comer to 
crash. 

But with every victory by 
a Glover or McDowell or 
Oosthuizen, the majors don’t 
seem quite so daunting. 


Glover was 71st in the world 
when he won the U.S. Open 
at Bethpage Black. McDowell 
had to sweat out his exemption 
to the U.S. Open before 
holding off Woods, Mickelson 
and Ernie Els at Pebble Beach. 
And Oosthuizen had made the 
cut at only one of his previous 
eight majors before winning at 
St. Andrews. 

“I think the days of no-names 
getting in contention on 
Sunday afternoon and backing 
up, it doesn’t really happen 
anymore,” McDowell said. 
“Guys only have forward 
gears now, as opposed to 
anything else. Guys are not 
scared anymore.” 

As if there was any doubt, 
McDowell turned to some 
unlikey sources for inspiration 
Sunday at Pebble Beach, 
when Woods, Mickelson and 
Els — multiple major winners 
— were chasing him. 

“Y.E. Yang, Trevor Immelman, 
Zach Johnson — I was taking 
some belief from those guys 
doing it,” McDowell, the first 
European in 40 years to win

the U.S. Open, said, rattling off 
a list of first-timers. “There’s 
no doubt, it has a knock-on 
effect.” 

So who’s next? 

Rory Mcllroy is always a 
popular choice. McDowell’s 
fellow Northern Irishman 
tied the major-championship 
record with a 63 in the first 
round at the British Open, 
only to blow up with an 80 
on Friday afternoon. But the 
21-year-old player showed his 
mettle, closing 69-68 to finish 
in a tie for third. 

There’s Ryo Ishikawa, the 
Japanese phenom who earlier 
this year shot a 58, the lowest 
score ever on a recognized 
tour. Paul Casey’s run at 
becoming the first Englishman 
since Faldo to win the British 
Open might have disappeared 
in a gorse bush, but his tie for 
third at St. Andrews shows he 
is as dangerous as he was last 
summer, when he climbed to 
No. 3 in the world before being 
sidelined by a rib injury. 
Hunter Mahan is fresh off a 
win at Firestone. And don’t 


forget about local favorite 
Steve Strieker, whose rock 
steady consistency has him 
in position to claim the world 
No. 1 ranking — although 
he’d need a bit of help from 
Mickelson and Woods. 
“Anyone that tees off in any 
of these events can win it,” 
Oosthuizen said. “I just think 
it’s getting to a stage where 
you can have, in the majors, 
different winners all the 
time.” 

All that being said, no one’s 
about to count out Woods or 
Mickelson. 

Woods’ debacle at Firestone 
allowed him to put in some 
extra time at Whistling Straits, 
and he sounded genuinely 
excited Tuesday about the 
progress he’s seen in his 
game. Mickelson may have 
stumbled in his opportunities 
to claim the world No. 1, but 
those struggles were put in a 
different light after he revealed 
Tuesday that he has psoriatic 
arthritis, which causes his 
immune system to attack his 
joints and tendons. 

Mickelson first felt symptoms 
of the condition five days 
before the U.S. Open began, 
and experienced such intense 
pain he couldn’t walk. 
Medication has brought the 
illness under control, and 
Mickelson said there will 
be no long- or short-term 
negative effects on his health. 
This major free-for-all may 
be maddening for golf fans 
who got used to having to 
worry about only a handful of 
players. But rather than seeing 
it as a sign the game is in 
disarray, McDowell said it’s a 
celebration of golf’s strength. 
“We have such a wealth 
of talent all over the world 
— from Asia, from Europe, 
from the British Isles, from 
America,” McDowell said. 
“It’s just strong right now, the 
sport, and I think long may it 
continue.

ORANJESTAD - The presence 
of the invasive Boa constrictor 
was first documented in Aruba 
in April of 1999. Ever since, 
the numbers of boas caught 
by the Park Rangers has 
been impressive. Hundreds 
are caught each year and 
only those seen in areas 
frequented by persons who 
then notify the Rangers for 
their assistance. It is safe to 
presume that a multifold of 
those caught actually live in 
Aruba’s wildlife. Quite some 
places in the world have been 
confronted with invasive 
snake situations. The saddest 
being that of the Brown Three 
Snake in Guam. Insufficient 
action was taken to keep the 


snake’s population under 
control. The consequences 
now are that several endemic 
species of animals, including 
birds have become extinct. 
Scientists, up to this day, have 
no off-the-shelf solution for 
such undesired intrusions. 
Many researches are being 
conducted and the hope is 
that one day they might find 
an effective and efficient 
solution. Reality of the matter 
is that if we take a passive 
stance in Aruba towards the 
boa while waiting for others 
to come with a solution, that 
we will live to regret it. Such 
a day may come sooner than 
we could imagine. The boa 
gets more offspring than the

Aruba Birdlife Conservation 
is in discussion with 
Parke Nacional Arikok on 
developing a practical plan 
to keep the boa numbers in 
check. In the coming weeks 
we hope to present at least a 
temporary solution to help 
save our birds and other fauna 
species. We are also working 
on an analysis of the estimated 
impact of the boa on our bird 
populations and we hope to 
publish these findings shortly. 
The scenario that one day 
in our future an Aruban 
grandmother has to explain 
to her grandchildren that we 
used to have birds named 
Troupial, Prikichi, Patrushi 
and Shoco, but that since the 
boa got loose in our wildlife 
they have became extinct 
because we did nothing about 
it, is simply not an acceptable 
story. We must act soon or 
regret later.

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Stem cells may hold key for fatal skin disease

BOSTON - High-risk bone 
marrow transplants partially 
cured five children with a 
potentially deadly genetic 
defect in which proteins that 
hold layers of skin together 
are absent, U.S. researchers 
said Wednesday. 

But one other child died from 
side effects of a drug used to 
prepare for a transplant and 
a second died from a post¬ 
transplant infection. 

People with recessive 
dystrophic epidermolysis 
bullosa, or RDEB, are plagued 
by painful blisters on the skin, 
mouth and throat, caused by 
the slightest trauma that can 
expose the body to infection 
and, in some cases, an 
aggressive form of cancer. 
With the new treatment, “there 
was improved healing, fewer 
blisters, and their quality of 
life was positively affected. 


They could do things they 
couldn’t do before, like ride a 
bicycle or go on a trampoline,” 
said Dr. John Wagner of the 
University of Minnesota, who 
worked on the study. 

It was published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
In addition, the patients’ 
improvement progressed 
with time, he said. All five 
children who survived showed 
improvement within 100 days, 
although the pace varied 
widely, he said in a telephone 
interview. Because of the high 
risks involved in bone marrow 
transplants, only the sickest 
patients with the rare condition 
— affecting 1 in 50,000 — have 
been considered candidates 
for a transplant, Wagner said. 
Wagner reported on results of 
the first seven attempts, which 
took place at the University of 
Minnesota Amplatz Children’s 
Hospital. Six other children 


have subsequently been treated 
with good results, he said. 
Researchers are now trying to 
isolate the cells of the bone 
marrow best able to fix the 
defect and join layers of skin. 

HIGH COST 

The treatment, including 
the cost of the transplant, 
is between $500,000 to $1 
million. But routine care for 
children with the collagen 
defect already costs about 
$30,000 a year and can rise due 
to frequent hospitalizations 
and complications of the 
disease. 

“These kids have horrible pain, 
chronic infections of the skin, 
multiple hospitalizations, and 
systemic infections,” Wagner 
said. 

“They frequently can’t eat or 
refuse to eat because of the 
pain. Often they die of chronic 
malnutrition and chronic blood 


UK doctors: New superbug 
gene could spread widely 


LONDON - People traveling to India for 
medical procedures have brought back to 
Britain a new gene that allows any bacteria to 
become a superbug, and scientists are warning 
this type of drug resistance could soon appear 
worldwide. Though already widespread 
in India, the new superbug gene is being 
increasingly spotted in Britain and elsewhere. 
Experts warn the booming medical tourism 
industries in India and Pakistan could fuel a 
surge in antibiotic resistance, as patients import 
dangerous bugs to their home countries. 

The superbug gene, which can be swapped 
between different bacteria to make them 
resistant to most drugs, has so far been identified 
in 37 people who returned to the U.K. after 
undergoing surgery in India or Pakistan. 

The resistant gene has also been detected in 
Australia, Canada, the U.S., the Netherlands 
and Sweden. The researchers say since many 
Americans and Europeans travel to India and 
Pakistan for elective procedures like cosmetic 
surgery, it was likely the superbug gene would 
spread worldwide. 

In an article published online Wednesday in 


the journal Lancet Infectious Diseases, doctors 
reported finding a new gene, called NDM-1. 
The gene alters bacteria, making them resistant 
to nearly all known antibiotics. It has been seen 
largely in E. coli bacteria, the most common 
cause of urinary tract infections, and on DNA 
structures that can be easily copied and passed 
onto other types of bacteria. 

The researchers said the superbug gene 
appeared to be already circulating widely in 
India, where the health system is much less 
likely to identify its presence or have adequate 
antibiotics to treat patients. 

“The potential of NDM-1 to be a worldwide 
public health problem is great, and coordinated 
international surveillance is needed,” the 
authors wrote. 

Still, the numbers of people who have been 
identified with the superbug gene remains very 
small. “We are potentially at the beginning 
of another wave of antibiotic resistance, 
though we still have the power to stop it,” said 
Christopher Thomas, a professor of molecular 
genetics at the University of Birmingham who 
was not linked to the study. Q 


loss.” 

Dr. Jakub Tolar, also of the 
University of Minnesota, 
said the treatment was unique 
because it showed that the 
effects of a bone marrow 
transplant can extend beyond 
the blood. 

“What we have found is 
that stem cells contained in 
bone marrow can travel to 
sites of injured skin, leading 
to increased production of 
collagen, which is deficient in 
patients with RDEB,” Tolar, 
who worked on the study, said 
in a statement. 


Dr. LennaBruckner-Tuderman 
of University Medical Center 
in Freiburg, Germany, said in 
a commentary that the therapy 
represented a leap forward but 
expressed caution. 

Because the disease can wax 
and wane, “it is difficult 
to determine how much of 
the clinical improvement 
in the children was due to 
transplantation and how much 
was due to a long period of 
careful medical attention, 
protection from trauma, and 
standardized wound care,” 
Bruckner-Tuderman said.Q 


Repeated Ear Infections 
Seem to Plague White 
Kids, Poor Kids 

White children and those in poor families are more likely 
to have repeated ear infections than other children, U.S. 
researchers have found. 

Ear infection (also called otitis media) is one of the most 
common health problems in children. By the age of 3, more 
than 80 percent of children have had at least one ear infection. 
The cost of medical and surgical treatment of these infections 
is $3 billion to $5 billion a year in the United States. 

About 4.65 million U.S. children suffer frequent ear infections 
each year, defined as more than three infections over 12 
months, according to background information in the study by 
University of California, Los Angeles (UCLA) and Harvard 
University researchers. 

The research team analyzed 1997-2006 data from the U.S. 
National Health Interview Survey and found that the rates of 
frequent ear infections were 7 percent for white children, 6.2 
percent for Hispanic children, 5 percent for black children, 
and 4.5 percent for children of other racial or ethnic groups. 
The average age of the children in the study was 8.5 years. 
The study authors also found that the rate of frequent ear 
infections among children in households below the poverty 
line was higher (8 percent) than that for those in families 
above the poverty line. 

“The racial and ethnic disparity was somewhat surprising,” 
study co-author Dr. Nina Shapiro, director of pediatric 
otolaryngology at Mattel Children’s Hospital UCLA, said in 
a UCLA news release. 

“We are not certain why these gaps exist, but possible 
explanations could include anatomic differences, cultural 
factors or disparate access to health care. It could also be that 
white children are overdiagnosed and non-white children are 
underdiagnosed,” she said. 

The findings are published in the August issue of the journal 
Laryngoscope. □

BARATARIA BAY, La. 
- Shoots of marsh grass and 
bushes of mangrove trees 
already are starting to grow 


back in the bay where just 
months ago photographers 
shot startling images of dying 
pelicans coated in oil from the 
massive Gulf oil spill. 

More than a dozen scientists 
interviewed by The Associated 
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Press say the marsh here and 
across the Louisiana coast is 
healing itself, giving them 
hope delicate wetlands might 
weather the worst offshore 
spill in U.S. history better 
than they had feared. Some 
marshland could be lost, but 
the amount appears to be 
small compared with what the 
coast loses every year through 
human development. 

On Tuesday, a cruise through 
the Barataria Bay marsh 
revealed thin shoots growing 
up out of the oiled mass of 
grass. Elsewhere, there were 
still gray, dead mangrove 
shrubs, likely killed by the 
oil, but even there new green 
growth was coming up. 

“These are areas that were 
black with oil,” said Matt 
Boasso, a temporary worker 
with the Louisiana Department 
of Wildlife and Fisheries. 

As crude from a blown-out BP 
well oozed toward the marshes 
after an April oil-rig explosion, 
experts had feared it would kill 
roots in marsh grass, smother 
the mangroves and ultimately 
dissolve wetlands that plant 
life was holding together. State, 
federal and BP cleanup efforts 
were focused on preventing 
that from happening by 
burning and skimming the oil, 
blocking it with booms and 
sand berms and breaking it up 
with chemical dispersants. 
Whether it is a triumph of 
cleanup work, the marshes’ 
resiliency or both, scientists 
have reported regrowth of 
grasses, black mangrove trees 
and roseau cane, a lush, tall 
cane found in the brackish 
waters around the mouth of 
the Mississippi River. 

“The marsh is coming back, 
sprigs are popping up,” said 
Alexander S. Kolker, a marsh 
expert and coastal geologist 
in Cocodrie, La., with the 
Louisiana Universities Marine 
Consortium. 

He’s working with a National 
Science Foundation team 
looking at the effect of the 
BP oil spill on Louisiana’s 
vast but severely stressed 
marshland — also known as 
the Cajun prairie — where 
trappers, shrimpers and 
alligator hunters have made 
their living for generations. 


Louisiana, the state worst hit 
by the oil spill, is home to the 
vast majority of the northern 
Gulf’s marshland. 

Coastal Louisiana is covered 
in a thick mat of salt marshes 
that thrive on the edge of the 
Gulf of Mexico, where land 
merges with the sea. The 
marshes provide life support 
for fauna and flora in the Gulf, 
said Bob Thomas, a zoologist 
at Loyola University, and up 
to 90 percent of commercial 
fisheries depend on them 
for some stage of fish 
development. 

Young bull sharks, for 
example, make a beeline for 
Louisiana’s estuary to feed 
on catfish, bait fish and crabs, 
bulking up before returning 
offshore to pursue bigger 
meals, he said. 

Many other Gulf species do 
the same thing. Blue crabs, 
menhaden and shrimp all 
come into the marsh to feed 
on the nutrient rich waters of 
the bays and marshes, where 
peaceful grazing is easier. 
Many freshwater bird species 
also come down to the marsh 
to feed, mature and nest. 

Even before the spill, south 
Louisiana had been losing 
about 25 square miles of 
marshland a year, a total of 
about 2,300 square miles 
since the 1930s, mostly due 
to levee construction, logging, 
shipping and oil drilling. Only 
about 5,300 square miles of 
marsh and swamp remain in 
the state. 

Louisianaaccounts forabout 30 
percent of the nation’s coastal 
marsh and about 90 percent of 
its marsh loss, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey. 
Associated Press calculations 
based on how much coastline 
government scientists say 
was affected by the oil spill 
indicate that at most 3.4 square 
miles of Louisiana marshland 
was oiled, an area stretched 
out over hundreds of miles 
of coastline. At least some 
of those areas appear to have 
begun to bounce back. 

Ivor van Heerden, a BP-hired 
environmental scientist, said 
the damage may be even less 
than that. He said federal, state 
and BP oil spill survey teams 
have found only 550 acres of 


marsh that have been oiled, 
less than 1 square mile. 

“In all sectors the plants have 
continued to grow, even in the 
very worst areas,” he said. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
concurred with van Heerden’s 
figure but said it and other 
federal agencies are still 
calculating just how much 
marsh was oiled and what the 
effect has been, said agency 
spokesman Ben Sherman. 
Marshland closest to the Gulf 
took the worst of the spill, 
absorbing oil and keeping it 
from oozing farther inland. 
Even losing a little of it would 
be a blow to the ecosystem. 
Michael Blum, a Louisiana 
State University biologist who 
toured the marsh of Barataria 
Bay on Tuesday, said some of 
the grass won’t stick around 
much longer. 

“You’re seeing exposed roots,” 
he said. “The expectation is 
that you will have loss of the 
protective sheet, you have 
marsh that anchors the marsh 
in place, and if they die off they 
no longer have that anchor.” 
He added: “There’s the 
possibility that land loss will 
be accelerated, or there will be 
a pulse of land loss associated 
with the BP oil spill. The 
question is how much and 
where.” 

Many other questions 
remain about how much 
environmental damage the 
spill inflicted. Scientists want 
to understand the effects of 
the chemical dispersants BP 
used to break up the oil and 
look more closely at how the 
smallest forms of life, things 
like fiddler crabs and spiders, 
have been affected. 

“This is sort of the initial 
macroscopic view,” said Tom 
Bianchi, an oceanographer and 
marsh expert at Texas A&M 
University working with the 
National Science Foundation 
team. 

He said water from the oiled 
marsh showed problems. “We 
did see some particulates, silts 
and clays coming out of the 
marsh, clogging our filters,” 
Bianchi said. That, he added, 
was a sign of marsh death, 
which could weaken the soil 
and lead to erosion. □

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Judge Walker’s tyranny ans American democracy

What do we make of U.S. District Judge Vaughn 
Walker’s ruling that overturned Proposition 8 - 
- approved by California’s voters (twice!) and 
defining marriage as one man and one woman? 
This morning, an odd trio of congressional 
Republicans, Rep. Lamar Smith of Texas, Rep. 
Steve King of Iowa and the indefatigable Rep. 
Michelle Bachman of Minnesota, introduced a 
resolution condemning Walker’s ruling, which 
tossed out the votes of 7 million Californians 
and inserted gay marriage into the heart of our 
Constitution. 

Smith, while conservative, has not been a 
brickthrower. Minnesota’s Bachman is a 
national leader of the Tea Party movement 
(which the press likes to claim doesn’t care 
about gay marriage). And King is the conscience 
of Iowa, a state where the majority clearly does 
not favor gay marriage, but has been deprived 
of the opportunity to vote because one gay man, 
Tim Gill, has funneled beaucoup bucks into 
Iowa politics and persuaded the Democrats who 
control the Iowa House of Representatives, the 
Senate and the governorship to block a marriage 
amendment by stealth — i.e., by preventing a 
vote in the Legislature. 

The Smith-King-Bachman resolution reads, in 
part: 

“Whereas every state whose voters have 
considered the issueprohibitssame-sexmarriage; 
Whereas three states have redefined traditional 
marriage only because the redefinition has been 
ordered by a court. ... Whereas Judge Walker 
failed to conduct himself in an impartial manner 
during the course of the proceedings that resulted 
in such ruling.... Whereas if a handful of activists 


are allowed to void a constitutional amendment 
protecting marriage, we have eliminated the core 
of the American democratic system and will 
deny more children the mom and the dad they 
deserve.... Whereas the most important issue in 
the (Perry v. Schwarzenegger) case is whether 
our government is of, by, and for the people ... 
Chief United States District Judge Vaughn R. 
Walker’s decision to strike down California’s 
popularly enacted Proposition 8 is wrong and 
should be appealed.” 

Many other Republicans have been conspicuously 
silent, scared off by the threat of mainstream 
media torture and the increasingly aggressive use 
of gay power to block donations to any politician 
who dares to speak for the majority on marriage. 
Kudos to these three who are speaking up for the 
American people and our Constitution. 

In a few weeks the Republicans will produce 
a document that purports to lay bare core GOP 
principles. Do they care enough about principle 
to stand against Walker’s judicial tyranny, 
his outrageous attempt to brand decent, good 
Americans as hateful and irrational bigots 
because they voted for marriage as one man and 
one woman? We shall see. 

But, I suspect they won’t. I remember how the 
Republican establishment responded in the early 
days to the abortion issue. I remember how the 
wives (like Cindy McCain) were outraged that 
their husbands could be so backward as to oppose 
abortion rights. Too many pols see the wind now 
at their backs and will succumb to the temptation 
to dodge the tough bullet — to avoid the media 
hit and the gay rights’ dollars. Who will have the 
courage to speak for the majority here and our 
constitutional system of government? 

I suspect it will not be the GOP establishment. 


That will be a disappointment but no big 
surprise. 

American politics are in a quasi-revolutionary 
phase. 

The people, symbolized first in the eruptions 
of Tea Parties, are rebelling against elites who 
believe they can ignore our voices and our 
values. 

Establishment figures may mute their voices, 
try to dodge and to split the difference, but 
California’s Tom Campbell, New York’s Dede 
Scozzafava and, most recently, New Hampshire’s 
Bill Binnie (tanking in the polls in his race for 
the GOP’s Senate nod in the midst of National 
Organization for Marriage and Cornerstone ads 
highlighting his pro-gay marriage views) are all 
pro-gay marriage GOP candidates who’ve run 
into the limits of what spin and media approval 
can do for them. 

Rush Limbaugh had his finger on the truth. In 
the nearly half-hour speech he gave after the 
Proposition 8 ruling (“the American people are 
boiling over!”), Rush said that Walker “did not 
just slap down the will of 7 million voters. Those 
7 million voters were put on trial — a kangaroo 
court where everything was stacked against 
them. ... Those of you who voted for Prop 8 in 
California are guilty of hate crimes. You were 
thinking discrimination. That’s what this judge 
has said! Truly unprecedented.” 

Yes, it is. We are entering into a new phase in 
the battle not only for marriage, but for self- 
government, for the legitimacy of the views and 
values of the Ameircan people. 

This is a fight we cannot dodge, and must and 
will win.
